The Student's General 
Association established a Memorial 
Scholarship Fund in the memory of 
Theresa (Terri) MacMillan (B A '92) 
who was fatally injured in an 
automobile accident on July 10, 1992, 
just two weeks short of her 25th 
birthday. 

Terri was a very active 
member of the Sudbury community, 
L.U. and the Students' General 
Association. During the past 
summers she was a player in the 
Sudburnia Soccer Club as well as a 
coach of a young girls' team; Terri 
also worked to produce the SGA's 
student handbook. 

As a member of the 
University community Terri's impact 



was difficult to measure. She was the 
first female president of the University 
College Students' Association during 
1990-1991. Terri was also the first 
female Vice-President of the 
Students' General Association during 
1 99 1 - 1 992. Throughout her time as 
a student representative Terri's 
enthusiasm, zest for life, her 
outspokenness and forthrightness 
were attributes which not only 
provided students with an able 
representative but also made Terri a 
very endearing individual. 

In her memory, The SGA 
created a memorial scholarship to 
promote and support, among other 
students, the unselfish contributions 
Terri made to the student body and 



Laurentian University itself. This 
$1,000 scholarship is awarded to one 
student every year. 

The SGA, in conjunction with 
Terri's family, has established the 
following criteria: 

1 . must be an SGA member; 

2. must have a minimum 60% 
average; 

3. must have completed one year at 
Laurentian University, Sudbury; 

4. must demonstrate above-average 
involvement in extra-curricular 
activities; and 

5. must not be in receipt of any other 
major award.

SGA Board Sets 
Tone for the Year

The first regular board 
meeting of the SGA was 
held last Wednesday, 
September 20. Although this was 
a relatively informal meeting, it 
was an opportunity for old and new 
members to meet and get 
acquainted with the running of the 
Board. 

The meeting was chaired by 
Troy Whetstone and he 
will continue with this 
position until a Chair is elected. 
The Vice-Presidents as well as 
President gave brief outlines as to 
their work since the beginning of 
school and to projects slated for 
upcoming weeks. 
One sticking point that kept 
cropping up was the Underager 
Pub Policy. Board members had 
various opinions regarding the 
policy but most disagreed with the 
way its removal was handled by 
Administration. 

Kevin Dorse, Vice- 
President External, told 
the Board that he would 
be setting up a table during Clubs 
Days,onSeptember27. Thethrone 
speech from Queen's Park was 
aired, from 2:00pm on. He 
explained that this would give an 
opportunity for students to see what 
new changes would be 
implemented by the Harris 
government as well as any new 
changes affecting them. Also, the 
table would allow Dorse to acquaint 
the students with the Canadian 
Federation of Students (CFS) 
organization and the Canadian 
Federation of Students - Ontario 
(CFS-O) organization, two lobby 
groups that fight for student rights. 

Bi-elections were discussed. 
Four positions are 
available: 2 Off-Campus 
Representatives, 1 Native Student 
Coordinator and 1 International 
Student Representative. Notice for 
these elections are in Lambda as 
well as the deadlines for 
nominations. Students are 
encouraged to put their names in 
and get involved in their Board. 

The second regular SGA 
Board meeting was held 
on Monday, September 25. 
Again, attendance was quite high. 
The various Executive members 
gave their reports. William 
Brydges, Vice-President 

Communications and Bilingual 
Affairs, attended a budget meeting 
on Friday, September 22. He also 
attended a Senate meeting where 
the effect of government cutbacks 



on bilingual services was discussed. 

Laura McKillop presented a 
draft budget with numbers 
for the summer and the first 
few weeks of school. Some lines, 
such as government relations 
coordinator, political support for 
President, Vice-President External 
and others, were not budgeted because 
revenue for those lines was not 
generated. 

Troy Whetstone announced 
that Ross Paul's term as 
President of the University 
was almost over and that he would be 
reapplying for the position. 
Whetstone will be on the committee 
reviewing Mr. Paul's application. 
Also, Whetstone announced a 5-year 
plan for the SGA; this would be a 
strategic plan to help guide the SGA 
and its new executives for the next 
few years. One good argument in his 
favour, this plan would prevent new 
executives from completely 
dismantling any good ideas the 
previous executive had implement. 
It assures direction and continuity for 
the students as well as for the Board 
and Executive. 

On the lighter side, it was announced 
that Oktoberfest would be celebrated 
in the Pub September 28, with 
bratwurst, beer and other prizes and 
giveaways. 

It should be noted that all SGA 
Board meetings are open to all 
SGA members. Students are 
encouraged to attend to see how the 
wheels of student politics work and, 
maybe, how they themselves can get 
involved.

There is a danger today that 
not many people see, and it comes 
from an unlikely source. The object 
of my fear is capitalism and the 
continual assaults aimed at it by 
people who should know better. The 
enemy is not communism, socialism 
or some mixture of collectivist 
ideology and spirit killing philosophy. 
The worstenemiesof capitalism today 
are conservatives. 

Conservatives, while 
always extolling the virtues of 
capitalism, have always seemed to 
have a mistrust of laissez-faire 
capitalism. While I'm not sure why 
this js so, I think it has something to 
do with the fact they can't control it 
and use it for "society's good." 
Liberal economists like to believe 
that government intervention (i.e. 
sponsoring the production of public 
goods) creates more choices for the 
public and I suppose that 
conservatives don't like to argue the 
point either way. Better to maintain 
some control so they can claim the 
creation of greater choice as well. 

While the enemies of 
conservatives like to paint us as 
capitalists, what most of us today are 
supporting is a mixed economy. One 
where some governmental control of 
the economy exists and social 
programs are used to make sure that 



people are artificially kept in a 
lifestyle that they may not be able to 
create for themselves. 

This is a betrayal of 
conservatism. Socialists like to point 
out that capitalism is a failure without 
realizing that the closest the world 
hasever come to true capitalism ended 
in the late 1 800's in the United States. 
When anti-trust acts were passed in 
the United States, (Interstate 
Commerce Act of 1887 and the 
Sherman Act of 1 890 as identified by 
Alan Greenspan in 1961), capitalism 
effectively died. A mixed economy, 
such as what we have in Canada 
today, is not capitalism. 

Why have conservatives 
betrayed the fundamental belief that 
a person should live by their abilities 
and not off other people? I think it 
starts with the attempt to justify 
capitalism to socialists. Believing that 
socialists truly care about people, 
capitalism's defenders warp their 
view points to try and show 
collecti vists that capitalism does meet 
the public good. What remains 
unanswered is what public? who's 
good? 

The moment that a 
conservative supports government 
intervention in the economy, they 
abdicate theirbeliefin the individual. 
Stating it clearly, Ayn Rand said that 
"Freedom, in a political context, 
means freedom from government 
coercion." {Capitalism: The 
Unknown Ideal). By supporting any 
government intervention, whether 
fixing the interest rate, providing 



entitlements or buying and selling 
currency, conservatives are actually 
supporting the enemies of capitalism, 
government intervention and 
eventually coercion. By providing 
them the opportunity to use our own 
beliefs against us, we give up the 
battle before we've even begun. 

The choice is clear. Either 
you support freedom with laissez- 
faire capitalism, or you support a 
statist-collectivist ideology that 
believes in taking the efforts of your 
labour and placing it out of your 
control. Your choice is freedom or 
slowly encroaching slavery. If you 
think I'm exaggerating, then I suggest 
you open your textbooks and read up 
on some history. 

This brings me to Mike 
Harris and his economic plan for 
Ontario. A vast improvement over 
the socialist failings of Bob Rae, 
Harris has also made the mistake that 
most conservatives are now making. 
In promising that he would not cut 
certain spending, (Medicare, 
education etc.), he already doomed 
himself to playing by the rules of 
capitalism's enemies. While the 
planned repealing of Bill 40 and 
ending of rent control are good steps 
forward, Harris talks like a beaten 
conservative. 

For Harris, and ultimately 
Ontario to win, he has to make the 
commitment to real capitalism. He 
has to give everyone in his province 
a chance at real economic prosperity. 
The only way for this to occur is for 
Harris to end governmental control 




in the economy and to eliminate all 
entitlements, federal money be 
damned. Either he commits himself 
on the course to freedom, or he fails 
like all conservatives who pander to 
those who would destroy freedom. 
His choice is clear. Is yours? 

Want to read some more 
about capitalism? Being taught things 
that don't ring true? Described as 
"the intellectual father of the pro- 



capitalist Austrian school of 
economics" and "...an intellectual 
giant and one of the true founding 
fathers of the economics of 
capitalism," Carl Mengcr's Principles 
of Economics is a tour de force look 
at capitalism. Also, think about getting 
any Ludwig von Mises (either 
Socialism or Omnipotent 
Government, which expose socialism 
and statism for what they really 
are. ..failures.)

The staff of the J.N. 
Desmarais Library would like to 
express its thanks to Lambda, and in 
particular its Editor-in-Chief, 
Dominic Vidmar for sponsoring the 
return of this column devoted to 
communicating to readers what's new 
about the library. The column is 
prepared by library staff and is based 
on comments or questions received 
by the library. 

Question: I am furious; for 

years I have been handing in my 
interlibrary loan forms and have 
been getting back what I wanted 
without question. Today, you've 
just sent back my form because it 
wasn't complete, and in particular 
because I did not include a source 
for the book I wanted. This is 
"exceptional customer service???" 
Answer: Interlibrary loan is a service 
now available to all students and 
faculty of the university and it is used 
to supply any book or article not 
available at the university. There is 
no charge for books (which must be 
returned); for articles (which may be 
kept), there is a small $5.00 charge to 
cover photocopying as well as 



copyright costs. 

The faculty member who 
registered the complaint is essentially 
correct in his observation — for years 
we did in fact "fill in the blanks" left 
open by customers, especially the 
one which required a source for the 
item they wanted. This information 
is required by the National Library of 
Canada from whom we request 
locations for material. 

The problem is that in the 
last ten years, the number of staff 
members processing ILLs has 
remained constant at two, while over 
the same period of time, requests for 
ILL from customers has more than 
doubled. In 1985-1986, we received 
1 ,854 items for customers: last year, 
the figure rose to 3.939. 

This year, and in 
succeeding years, we predict the 
numbers will rise even higher 
because we have decided to open 
up the interlibrary loan service to 
all undergraduates. 

Until this year, we were not 
supposed to do this since other Ontario 
universities expected us to purchase 
everything normally required at the 



undergrad level. But because our 
collections budget has been frozen 
since 1991 , we have finally come to 
the realization that the only way we 
can provide satisfactory service to all 
students is to drop any restrictions on 
who can use ILL. 

If our library continues to 
allocate staff time doing something 
customers can do for themselves, the 
time delay involved in processing the 
ever-increasing number of requests 
would climb to unacceptable levels. 
Hence our new requirement. 

P.S. Until this year, our ILL 
staff double checked the holdings of 
the Desmarais Library to see whether 
items requested were in the library. 
In the interests of speeding up 
processing, this year we have stopped 
the practice. If customers order 
something that is on our shelves, they 
will have an unnecessary delay of 
from two to three weeks to obtain 
their material; on top of that, those 
who order articles will be stuck with 
the tab for photocopying. This is why 
the library encourages any potential 
ILL customer to take its workshop in 
"Known Item Searching!"

AIDS in the World 



The HIV/ AIDS pandemic continues to grow and threaten communities throughout the 

world. An average of 6000 people are being infected daily. The World Health 

Organization's (WHO) Global Programme on AIDS estimates that the cumulative HIV cases 

in the world now exceed 17 million. 
Of these, 4 million are estimated to have developed AIDs. 

Infection rates in women and children are rising rapidly. The number of HIV cases in 

women is currently estimated to be around 6 million. Women are also becoming infected at 

a significantly younger age than men and in greater numbers. In many countries, over 50% 

of all new HIV infections are amoung 15 to 24 years old, with a female to male infection 

ratio of 2: 1 . Children account for approximately 1 million HIV cases. 

Projections for the year 2000 are necessarily speculative and vary from 26 million 
cumulative HIV infections to 1 10 million. Current estimates are that 75-85% of all HIV 
infections are in developing countries. By the end of the decade, it is expected that this 

figure will rise to betweeen 85-90%. 

Education, information and community-based efforts are of utmost importance in the 

promotion of AIDS prevention.

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Swords Earns Bronze In Japan

If Shawn Swords looks like 
he got a little bronzed over the 
summer, it is not suntanning that did 
it forhim. The fourth-year veteran of 
the Laurentian Voyageurs Men's 
Basketball team was invited on to the 
Canadian National Student Team in 
May and, in the first week of 
September, found himself standing 
at the World University Games 
podium in Japan as part of the bronze- 
medal winning team. 

The achievement did not 
come without some mental 
adjustment on Shawn' s part in making 
the transition from starting guard with 
the Voyageurs to role-player with the 
Student Team. Fortunately, his 
university coach (LU Men's Coach 
Peter Campbell) was on hand as an 
assistant coach to help him out. 

"Coach Campbell mostly 
just kept my spirits up because I didn't 
start the whole tournament until the 
end [against the Czech Republic], 
but I played big minutes during all 
the games. He just told me 'Keep 
working, don't worry about it, your 
minutes are going to come' because I 
kind of picked the team up, kind of 
was a spark, I guess, because I'm not 
as talented as some of the players on 
the team are on offense... I was in 
there for defense and running the 
court and getting lay-ups, things like 
that," explained Swords in a CFLR 



Stir Fry interview aired Friday, 
September 22. 

Shawn's quick hands and 
awareness were evident at the World 
University Games. Despite playing 
mostly off the bench, he tied for the 
team lead in steals with 13 and for 
third in assists with 15. However, the 
highlights of the tournament for him 
were team experiences — playing the 
American student team, with its crop 
of players destined for the NBA, and 
keeping the loss close with a 1 14-89 
result — and claiming the bronze 
medal against the Czech Republic, 
which saw Canada top their 
considerably experienced opponents 
with a spirited 80-72 result. 

"The Czech team had a few 
guys that were 27 or 28 and maybe 
they were taking one course or two 
courses. A lot of guys were (saying) 
'Oh no, I haven't been to school in a 
year or two' but they can get through 
all the paperwork because the 
countries do it themselves." 

Despite those countries' 
questionable practice, Swords was 
unfazed. "It just makes for better 
competition," he claimed. 

One aspect of the World 
University Games experience which 
seemed to have surprised Shawn was 
the very active social atmosphere at 
the athletes' village. 

"There was a beach right at 
the athletes' village and supposedly 
at night-time there was a lot of people 
around there. There was condoms 
and anyone could grab one whenever 
they wanted. I guess it's [the rumours 
of abundant sexual activity at 
international meets] pretty true — 
everyone's just friendly, it's a 



different country, they want to meet 
different people, and I guess it goes 
too far most of the time." Shawn 
explained that the basketball teams 
were generally an exception because 
their tight schedule of games did not 
leave time for late-night dallying. 

Now home with the 
Voyageurs, Swords' schedule does 
not get underway until after 
Thanksgiving with the annual Alumni 
game. However, he is already looking 
forward to his university season. 

"As usual, we're really 
small, and we're going to have to run 
the ball, but it looks good... It should 
be us and U of T this year [in the hunt 
for the OUAA East championship] I 
think. It's looking good, I'm looking 
forward to it," he said, and he did, 
indeed, appear to have his goals fixed 
firmly in his gaze.

Europe ' s transfer system 
may die! A football revolution is 
on the cards - thanks to the feisty 
Belgian. Belgian footballer Jean- 
Marc Bosman seems to have won 
his five year battle to abolish 
transfer fees after being backed 
by a senior member of the 
European Court of Justice on 
September 20th. If you do not 
know the story, Bosman 's former 
club, Belgium's Liege, blocked 
his move to French side Dunker- 
que in 1 990. Liege later offered 
Bosman a choice of $ 1 000 a month 
salary or suspension. Bosman is 
suing UEFA, the sport's 
governing body in Europe, and 
the Belgian football association. 

In Spain, less than a week 
after Emilio Bertragueno bowed 
out of Spanish football with a 
goal and three assists in a 
testimonial against Romaof Italy, 
another living legend hung up his 
boots. 

Rafael Gordillo, 38, 
actually contributed nine appear- 
ances (four as a sub) to Betis' 
formidable campaign butdecided 
to make season number 1 9 of his 
pro career the last. He also played 
seven great seasons with Real 
Madrid and was capped 75 times, 
and represented Spain in the 1 982 
and 1986 World Cup finals. 

In Russia. Spartak Mos- 
cow are making a serious bid for 
their fourth successive title, 
spearheaded by a pairof returning 
stars. Valery Schmarov's two 
goals against Torpedo raised his 
total to 11 in 15 games since 
coming back from Germany's 
Arminia Bielefeld, while Sergei 



Yuran, who struck against Blackburn, 
was formerly with Portuguese 
champions Porto. 

Bulgarian striker Luboslav 
Penev, who signed with Atletico 
Madrid from Valencia, is the scoring 
leader in Spain with 5 goals. 

In Germany, German soccer 
has demonstrated that 'pride goes 
before a fall' by making a humiliating 
start to this season's European club 
competitions, after boasting that the 
Bundesliga was the best league 
around. Four of the six German 
entrants lost their first round first leg 
matches, with the country's two 
biggest clubs, runaway Bundesliga 
leaders Bayern Munich and the 
reigning Champions Borussia Dort- 
mund, being humbled at home. 

Last season, the Bundesliga 
attracted the highest average gates of 
any European league and many 
claimed that this made it the best 
competition in Europe. The recent 
defeats paint a different picture, 
showing that, like the current national 
team, German club soccer is 
overrated. 

The truth is that no German 
club has won the European 
Champion's Cup since Hamburg in 
1983. Since then, while Italian sides 
have taken seven European trophies, 
Germany has managed just two: 
Bayer Leverkusen in the UEFA Cup 
and Werder Breman in the Cup 
Winners' Cup. Sorry German soccer 
fans. 

Do not forget about upco- 
ming European championship 
qualifying. The big games being 
Croatia vs. Italy on October 8th and 
Romania vs. France, Denmark vs. 
Spain, Wales vs. Germany and Russia 
vs. Greece on October 1 1th.
